H. P. Hilliard, president of the Cen- 
tral National, when asked about the 
statement that his bank was trying to 
get control of the City National, said: 

“T' don’t know a thing about it.”’ 

Vice-President Rubenstein df the City 
National said the Central National had 
a right to try to get control of the 
Franklin avenue bank if it wished. He 
said he did not caré to discuss the mat- 
ter in detail. | 

It was reported in financial circles 
that the Central National paid as high 
as $135 a share to get contro! of some 
large individual holdings, $5 of this be- 
ing a commission to a stockholder of 
the City National, who engineered the 
sale,

Effort to Cheate New Class 
and Increase Assessments 
Causes Trouble. 


NO REMEDY IN STATE 


Commissioner. Blake Power- 
less, Although Death 
Losses Exceed Receipts.

JEFFERSON CITY. Nov. 2.—State 
Insurance Superintendent Frank 
Blake has been appraised of the fact 
that there is a serious controversy 
pending between members of the Fra- 
ternal Order of Knights of Pythias 
over insurance rates. The Insurance 
Department can do nothing in the 
premises to adjust matters as it is 
without jurisdiction. The members 
of the organization must settle their 
own troubles, he says. 

This organization, ag Blake explained 
the situation today, formerly earried 
four classes of fraternal insurance, 
and of late years the losses were 


greater than. the collections. Two 
years ago a fifth clags was created,

Concerning this matter, Blake gave 
out the - following statement: ‘“‘The 
Knights of Pythias as a-fraternal bene- 
ficlary association, licensed by this de- 
partment. It has been doing an in- 
surance - business in Missouri’ for 
many years. A few years ago the asso- 
ciation created a new class, known as 
the fifth class, and established rates of 
insurance’ calculated on the legal _ re- 
serve basis. Before that time the ex- 
perience of the company had shown 
that the rates charged were not ade- 
quate to carry risks and they trans- 
ferred as many members as possible 
from the fourth class into the fifth 
class and raised their rates. Some of 
these members declined ta go into the 
fifth class and to pay the increased 
rates of assessment, and the conse- 
quence is that the. collections from 
these| certificate holders are not suffi- 
cient to pay the death losses as they 
accrue. 

The new fifth class, on Dee. 31, con- 
tained 61.087 members, with insurance 
in force of $87,253,500. On this class the 
company collected premjumg tg the 
amount of $1,543,504.62, and paid out in 
the settlements of death losses upon the 
lives of 544 members in this class $91".- 
500. 

“The laws of Missouri de not fix auy 
standard of solvency concerning frater- 
nal insurance companies. The mem 
bers. have the right to change their 
rates of assessment at any time, and 
the association having paid out $400,009 
more than was received last year from 
the members of the fourth class, they 
are, Of necessity, compelled to increase 
their rates of assesment.”

PARIS, Nov. 2.-The Cabinet of Pre- 
mier Briand, which succeeded the Clem- 
enceau ministry on July 28, 1909, un- 


expectedly resigned today in conse- 
quence of the bitter attacks made in 
the Chamber:‘of Deputies,on the Gov- 
ernment’s action in suppressing the re- 
cent railroad strike and its proposed 
legislation for the avoidance of a sim- 
ilar crisis. 

A strong-.Republican majority in the 
Chamber voted confidence in the Gov- 
ernment, but at a meeting of the mir- 
isters dissensions developed and Bri- 
and announced that new and serious 
problems had grown out of the labo 
trouble that must be met by a united 
ministry, Accordingly he suggested the 
retirement of himself and associates. 

Later President Fallieres asked 
Briand to form a new ministry and 
the latter accepted the task. 

It is likely that Foreign Minister Pi- 
chon, Minister’ of Commerce Dupuy; 
Minister of War Brun and Ministe? of 
the Navy Lapeyrere will remain in 
the new Cabiret. 

Others Will Quit. 

M. Millerand, Minister of Public 
Works, Posts and Telegraphs, and M. 
Viviani, Mirister of Labor, dissented 
from Briand’s program and their re- 
tirement is likely to be permanent. 

Millerand especially was  dissatis- 
fied, insisting that the principle of 
arbitration should be recognized more 
broadly by the Government.

SUFFRAGE FOES 


Imitates Chamberlain, Mrs, 
Ward and Lord Cromer in 
Speech Here.

RIDICULE FOR WOMEN 





Scores Opponents Who Ap- 
parently Live Only for 
a Good Time. 





Mrs. Philip Snowden did imitations in 
her suffrage talk before the Wednes- 
day Club Tuesday night. Lord Cromer, 
Austin Chamberlain and Mrs. Humphry 
Ward, opponents of the _ votes-for- 
women cause in England, were the sub- 
jects of her clever vaudeville mimicry. 
Lord Cromer’s argurpent against equal 
suffrage she reproduced as follows: 

“Asouw, down't ye knaeouw, I’m very 
glawd to be here this evening. Yes, in- 


deed. I’m towtally oppowsed to vowtes 
for women. Down't ye knaeouw, |! 
think women should be kept on a sort 
of pedestal, ye knaeouw. Men and 
women are different, aeouw, towtally |}. 
different, and could an awet of Paw- 
liament make them the same? I awn- 
swer, Naeouw!” 


Her Idea of Pedestals. 
The speaker carried out the woman- 


on-a-pedestal idea by pointing to the 
women workers in rough and heavy 
employments in England, whose condi- 
thon, she believed, could not be made 
worse, and might be improved if their 
fellow-women had a chance to. take 
part in the government. 

“Why should chivalry be a matter of 
sex?’ she asked, and she declared that 
the strong. should’ defer to the weak 
and help them, regardless of sex. 

‘Why should a stout, healthy woman 
take a feeble old man’s seat in a strerct 
car?” ghe said, “or why should a wom- 
an who has been sitting in a matinee 
take the seat of a man who has stoc¢ 
at his work all day?’ 

She ridiculed the women who say they 
do not need suffrage, because thev 
have a good time. ‘As if all they lived 
for was a good time!’’ she exclaimed. 

Raps the Chief Justice, 

Mrs. Snowden quoteq Chief Justice 
Lord Bingham as pronouncing the 
single standard of morals as non- 
sense, and conmmented that such. talk 
might have been expected from a 
man of the streets, but not from a 
high official, 

“We do not ask 
right,” she declared. “Suffrage is not 
an inborn and inalienable right. We 
ask for it in the interest of the public 
welfare. We have the two points of 
view in the home-—the paternal and 
the maternal. Why should we not 
have them in the State, which is our 
larger home? 

“Can woman be —— by giving 
her a more serious idea of her re- 
sponsibility? Women have received 
the suffrage in some places, and in 
those places governments have not 
fallen, and babies have continued to 
be nursed and socks darned. 

“Men have achieved much since 
they have gained the vote in England 
in 1832. With the aid of women, they 
can achieve more. Woman can sup- 
plement man in the state as she does 
in the home.” 

At -Mrs. Snowden’s invitation, a 
number of her hearers asked ques- 
tions which she answered. One of 
the most frequent questioners, the 
Rev. W. W. Boyd, proposed a vote of 
thanks after the lecture.

New Jersey securities to the extent of hun- 
dreds of millions are listed on New York ex- 
changes and dealt in by brokers in all the large 
cities of the country. If not salable at any given 
time, the worst of these watered stocks may still 
‘be gambled in.. It is notorious that they are 
gambled in at wholesale by the patrons of bro- 
kers with exchange memberships, and by the 
patrons of bucket shops, which are blacklisted by 
the exchanges. es 

When this New Jersey system promotes spec- 
ulation and invites swindling as far as the tele- 
graph reaches from Wal] street, it still keeps 
some pretext of responsibility to law. The Ari- 
zona method does not leave even a pretext. 
Hence the presumption ought to be that those 
who issue or deal in stocks, accredited by the 
Arizona method, are classing themselves with 
dealers in “green goods.”
